CALLING MRS. JOE SMITH 


WITH INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S WEEK COMING UP THIS SUNDAY, > 
StatsCan thoughtfully put out a report stating women no 
longer take more time off than men, nor are they more likely to 
quit their jobs. 

For decades employers have argued that since women 
require time off to have children and often quit working after 
starting a family, they are less reliable than men, which justifies 
lower wages. 

Anecdotally, more than one female friend has put off having 
kids because she fears she will lose her position. Others have 
point-blank been turned down for jobs because employers 
decided a young, recently married woman was too much of a 
risk for their small company. 

Well, this new study finally debunks the excuse, revealing 
that since 1994 women and men are about even in sick days 
and quit rates. 

Of course, it'll take a long time for employers to catch up. Ina 
separate study, Public Interest Alberta found the wage gap was 
still prevalent. Two-thirds of respondents who made less than 


$12 an hour were women. Nationally, StatsCan reports women 
made an average of $18.82 per hour compared to the average 
$24.19 per hour for men in December 2006. 


The icing on the cake is that while women are working more, | 


men aren’t picking up the slack at home. 

A separate StatsCan study shows that although women are 
working more outside the home, men aren’t picking up:the 
slack at home. No wonder the fairer sex is more time stressed, 
with or without children in the mix. 

With girls-gone-wild inspired empowerment making head- 
way among the Lindsay Lohan set, the feminism isn’t as strong 
as it once was. Sure, we've come a long way from being Mrs. 
Joe Smith, but it’s far too soon to raise the mission-accom- 
plished banner. :

The Trade, Investment and 
Labour Mobility Agreement, 
between Alberta and B.C., in 
NAFTA style, will basically erase the 
border, creating one economy in 
which any law, regulation or profes- 
sional standard for one province 
must be a in the other. 

The Council of Canadians warns 
TILMA will start a race to the bot- 
tom on professional and environ- 
mental standards and erode democ- 
Tacy. 

“They are taking away the power 
of the municipalities to make deci- 
sions for the people,” says Lyn Gor- 
man of the Council of Canadians. 


NO PUBLIC CONSULTATION 
TILMA was never debated in the 
legislature, so even though the 
agreement comes into force on April 
1, many MLA’s were unaware of it 
until recently, 
The agreement “caught a lot of 
people off guard,” says Liberal 
Opposition MLA Bill Bonko. A 
debate wasn’t required after the 
Klein government signed the deal 
because TILMA is an interim agree- 
Ment, according to the intergovern- 
mental affairs critic. Both the Liber- 
als and the NDP have promised 
hard questions when the legislature 
reconvenes in the spring. A public 
debate and vote will occur before the 
agreement comes fully into effect 
next year. Over the next two years, 
the province will consult with the 





municipalities and work with B.C. 
on more tightly defining the agree- 
ment. 

Guy Boutilier, minister of inter- 
goyernmental affairs, did not return 
requests for an interview. 


POWER DRAIN 

Under the agreement, business 
can challenge almost any municipal 
or provincial decision as a barrier to 
trade, says Gorman. 

This could create a “chilling 
effect” compelling politicians to 
water-down regulations because 
they are concerned about being in 
violation of the agreement 

The accord doesn’t rigorously 
define what constitutes a trade barri- 
er. How aggressively businesses 
challenge regulations will determine 
the agreement's impact, says Jodie 
Hierlmeier, a lawyer with the 
Environmental Law Centre in 
Edmonton. 

“Municipalities have very broad 
powers to protect green areas, pro- 
vide for green belts, and generally 
plan for uses within their jurisdic- 
tion,” she says. “They could be open 
to challenges.” 

If a developer doesn’t want to set 
aside the green space the city 
requires, the company could offer 
funding for a community centre 
instead of the land. If Edmonton 
says no, the developer could threat- 
ena challenge under TILMA. 

Business challenges not settled 
though negotiations end up with the 
dispute resolution panel, made up of 


three experts. The city or the 
province must prove their decisions 
restrict trade as little as possible. This 
leaves government decisions 
extremely vulnerable, says 
Hierlmeier. 

If a bylaw or regulation violates 
the agreement, the offending gov- 
ermment may be required to pay up 
to five million dollars in compensa- 
tion.

Despite the implications, the city 
hasn't expressed concern. Edmonton 
won't lose power under the agree- 
ment, says Douglas Mills, senior pol- 
icy advisor with Edmonton’s inter- 
governmental affairs. “There are no 
red flags popping up at the 
moment.” 

He confirms that Edmonton will 
not implement any changes in areas 
that fall under the agreement. 

The lack of public debate, com- 
bined with vague wording makes 
for widely different interpretations. 
The city is only concerned about 
local purchasing policies, he says, 
and otherwise will continue with 
business as usual.

fication requirements. B.C. requires 
more training for teachers than 
Alberta, but Alberta-trained teachers 
would be allowed to work across the 
border. 

Environmental standards are pro- 
tected to some extent, with areas 
such as water, energy, and the dis- 
posal of hazardous waste omitted 
the agreement, but that doesn’t satis- 
fy Hierlmeier. 

“Reducing trade barners and 
maximizing profits for industry is 
generally unlikely to enhance envi- 
ronmental protections,” she says. 
“TILMA really doesn’t go far 
enough in... ensuring environmental 
protection in Alberta.” 

After April 1, the city can’t pass 
any by-laws that are more restrictive 
than those already in place. That 
means the city can’t improve envi- 
ronmental regulations for oil refiner- 
ies for at least the next two years, 
says Gorman. 

According to Hierlmeier, it’s 
impossible to tell how much protec- 
tion the exceptions will provide. 
“The meanings of a lot of the clauses 
are not going to be fully understood 
until the limits are tested,” she says. 

Municipal and provinaal govern- 
ments must prove their actions fall 
under these exemptions. 

Another tidbit to keep at the tip of 
our tongue — TILMA’s exemptions 
are reviewed each year, “witha 
view to reducing their scope.”

Art Spiegelman’s 
Saving The World, 
One Panel At A Time

ve been told I'm talking about forbidden 
images,” says Art Spiegelman. “So I just 
have to find a bunch of dirty pictures and 
show them to you folks in Canada.” 

Spiegelman is the kind of guy who can hon- 
estly be called an iconoclast. An individualist 
with a righteously sensible worldview, he's 
also an artist whose art reflects a deep-seated 
outrage at the in-sensibility of the world 
around him. 

In the 1960s, Spiegelman found a place at 
the centre of the underground comix move- 
ment in the United States. Comix, as opposed 
to typical superhero comics or the funnies in 
the paper, were political, satirical, outrageous, 
often offensive, and made specifically for 
adults 

Over the next couple of decades, Spiegel 
man would emerge from the underground to 
produce comic work demanding to be taken 
seriously as art and as literature. He spent 13 
years creating Maus: A Survivor's Tale—a two- 
volume graphic novel about his Jewish father's 
experiences in Nazi Germany, wherein the 
Jews are portrayed as mice, the Germans cats, 
the Americans dogs, and so on, In 92, Maus 
won the Pulitzer Prize 

“Everyone inside their head is this wonder- 
fully primitive creature that sees and thinks 
in distilled images,” says Art Spiegelman, 
through his staticky cell phone. “So much so 
that images consistently cause trouble.” 

And trouble they've caused for him. In 
the June 2006 issue of Harper's Magazine, 
Spiegelman published a piece called ‘Draw- 
ing Blood: Outrageous Cartoons and the Art 
of Outrage,’ in which he wrote about the 
Muhammad cartoon controversy that caused 
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such an uproar last year, when the Danish 
magazine Jyllands-Posten published satirical 
cartoons of the prophet Muhammad. The 
cartoons prompted worldwide controversy 
about hate-mongering and free speech, not to 
mention death threats against the editors of 
the magazine and massive public demonstra- 
tions. 

Spiegelman’s piece is.a clever, incisive analy- 
sis of the outrage, as well as-a look at how 
images can provoke and outrage people—or 
whole countries. Spiegelman even includes 
examples of anti-Semitic and Nazi propa- 
ganda cartoons he “grades” alongside against 
the Danish cartoons for the extremity and 
cleverness of their hate-mongering, 

But the article went unseen by many Ca- 
nadians, because Chapters/Indigo, Canada’s 
largest bookseller, pulled the issue from its 
stores, claiming that Spiegelman’s piece was 
too controversial, too provocative, too risky. 

“It's a matter of demystifying the cartoons,” 
he writes in ‘Drawing Blood,’ “and maybe 
even robbing them of some of their venom.” 


WAR ON THE PAGE 
Spiegelman was the first choice the Students’ 
Union had for this year’s speaker series, 
though they had to bend the rules a bit to 
bring him to town: he had to be allowed to 
smoke on stage. He might not smoke (some- 
times he doesn't), he just wants to have the 
option. It’s not a surprising request, really. In 
Maus, a largely autobiographical work, you 
can easily tell which character is the author 
himself, since he's the mouse that’s smoking 
all the time.

To be put into the same 
category was baffling to me,” he says: “I don't 
think I deserve to be muzzled especially, and 

1 wasn't doing it to be muzzled, I thought, if 
anything, this was the kind of venue and the 
kind of article that the magazine was espe- 
cially suited for—which is to give perspective 
and reflection to the passing parade of events. 
In this instance there was a lot at stake. It 
wasn't just the event but it was the idea of 
being bullied out of thinking—it’s exactly what 
bookstores are supposed to be a gateway for, 
although I know they tend to specialize in; I 
dunno, blank books, night lights, jewellery, 
bookmarks, key chains, and occasional ideas 
in the form of books.” 

He notes the irony of an article arguing for 
freedom of speech being banned from main- 
stream bookstores: “My interest in forbidden 
images was forbidden,” he laughs. 

“In America we have the right to bear arms,” 
says Spiegelman. “I thought, to add to that, 
we also have the right to bear insult... It can’t

When Spiegelman offered his post-9/11 
omic strips to mainstream papers, they all 
ed at the idea. These comix would come 


to form his 2004 book, In the Shadow of No 
Towers, in which he traces life in Lower Man- 
hattan following the September 11 attacks. It's 
both directly autobiographical—Spiegelman 
lives with his wife and two kids in a Manhat- 
tan apartment, so he witnessed the crumbling 
towers first-hand—and overtly political, in that 
he critiques the way that the U.S. government 
appropriated the attacks as a perfect oppor- 
tunity to raise fear and absurd patriotism. 
No wonder big media didn’t want any part of 
Spiegelman’s 9/11 comix. 

“I never wanted to be a political cartoonist,” 
Spiegelman explains, “[but] once you’re alive 
and next to these towers, you end up trying to

find out who smashed them, why, what's being 
done about it and so on.

Spiegelman is currently working on a new 
edition to his inaugural anthology of comix, 
Breakdowns, which first came out in 1978. 

“In order to bring it back out,” explains Spie- 
gelman, “I figured I'd write an introduction, 
and then I remembered my vow on September 
11, and then I said, ‘No, I shall draw an intro- 
duction!’ And as a result, the introduction 
threatens now to be as long as the book, and 
it'll have been two years to the making.” _ 

On one page of No Towers, Spiegelman pos- 
its himself as an ancient mariner figure, with 
an albatross hanging over his head. But he as- 
sures me that burden and obligation aren't the 
only things motivating his work. It's a way of 

“trying to understand what I’m actually feeling 
and thinking,” says Spiegelman, “although 
it's a very different process [than therapy]. 
I've tried both, and it’s true that [drawing] is 
cheaper, but obviously it doesn’t work that 
well. keep having to make more comics!” 
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No can do! 


Harper selectively unwilling to find solutions 


A GOVERNMENT REVEALS A LOT 
about itself by what it says it can’t 
do. The Harper government, for 
instance, insists that Canada can’t 
possibly meet its Kyoto targets on 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

Interestingly, there's no such 
defeatism on the Conservative 
benches over Afghanistan. 

Indeed, when it comes to the 
Afghan war, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is full of bravado and fight- 
ing spirit, despite the most dismal 
prospects for victory in that war—as 
a report by a Canadian Senate com- 
mittee spelled out this week. 

No matter how hopeless the situa- 
tion in Afghanistan, Harper vows 
that Canada will be there, as a 
“country that leads, not that just fol- 
lows.” 

Yet in the battle against climate 
change—a far more important battle, 
by any reasonable measure—Cana- 
da, under the Conservatives, doesn’t 
lead or follow. It doesn’t even bother 
to show up. 

This week, it voted against an 
opposition bill requiring Ottawa to 
meet our obligations under Kyoto, 
which we ratified in 2002. 

The dispirited approach to Kyoto 
reveals the shallowness of Harper's 
recent conversion to the environ- 
mental cause in the wake of the sud- 
den emergence of the issue as the 
top concern of Canadians. 

Of course, we all know that Harp- 
er spent years in the trenches of the 
global warming battle—fighting on 
the wrong side, along with oil com- 
panies and a tiny gang of academic 
climate-change deniers. 

But there's been surprisingly little 
chortling recently as the Prime Min-

ister, somehow managing a straight 
face, now insists that “the science is 
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clear that these changes are occur- 
ring, they’re serious and we must 
act.” 

Such a late acceptance of what the 
scientific world has been loudly 
trumpeting for more than a decade 
would still be welcome, if it seemed 
genuine. Personally, I'd be more 
inclined to buy a used car from this 
Prime Minister than to trust his com- 
mitment to saving the planet. 

So far, the government has been 
frantically reinstating Liberal pro- 
grams cancelled earlier this year. 

But even these would have only 
limited impact in reducing green- 
house gas emissions, according to 
Stephen Hazell, executive director of 
Sierra Club of Canada. 

Harper likes to imply that actually 
meeting Kyoto targets would 
require unbearable sacrifices by 
Canadians. 

He recently suggested we'd have 
to live in unheated homes all winter. 

He seems to be trying to keep the 
focus away from reasonable and 
promising solutions, like clamping 
down on large industnal emitters, 
an approach called for in the opposi- 
tion bill rejected by the Conserva- 
tives. 

Above all, Harper seems keen to 
avoid clamping down on the oil 
sands 

Indeed, Harper’s weak embrace of 
the environmental cause is perhaps 


best revealed by his refusal to end a 
special federal subsidy enjoyed by 
oil sands developers, a constituency 
that Harper has long been close to. 

Under the Accelerated Capital 
Cost Allowance, oil-sands develop- 
ers are allowed to deduct 100 per 
cent of their capital costs immediate- 
ly—a tax perk that far exceeds the 
generosity of the 25 per cent deduc- 
tion available to companies invest- 
ing in conventional oil projects. 

The allowance, introduced in 
1996, was justified as a way to stimu- 
late investment in the oil sands at a 
time when the potential of the 
resource hadn’t yet been proven, 
and low world oil prices made

development costs seem prohibitive. 

There was also less awareness of 
climate change back then; Kyoto 
wasn’t even signed until the follow- 
ing year. 

But what may have seemed rea- 
sonable 11 years ago is downright 
perverse today, with oil-sands devel- 
opment overstimulated and now the 
fastest-growing source of our green- 
house gases. 

The special tax treatment certainly 
flies in the face of any notion that the 
government is serious about reduc- 
ing Canada’s emissions. 
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It would be equivalent to Ottawa 
offering subsidies to the Taliban 
while vowing it is committed to vic- 
tory in Afghanistan. 

To make things more perverse, 
the companies benefiting from the 
special tax incentive are among the 
most profitable in Canada, including 
Husky, Imperial, Shell, and Suncor. 
In 2005, the oil and gas industry 
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achieved operating profits of $30 bil. 
lion—a 50 per cent increase over the| 
previous year, according to the 
Alberta-based Pembina Institute. 
It’s hardly a sector that needs 
extra help from Canadian taxpayers 
In fact, oil-sands producers could | 
easily afford to pay the additional $)_ 
on each barrel of oil which the Pem- | 
bina Institute estimates would cover, 
the cost of serious emission reduc- 
tion. No wonder Harper is con- 
vinced we can’t meet our Kyoto tar- | 
gets: He’s planning to keep on giv- 
ing special incentives to our biggest 
emitters. :

Stop surrendering your principles 


HEADLINES MAY COME AND 
headlines may go, but the occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan goes on forever. 

This week's announcement by, 
uh, Canada’s New Government, of 
an additional $200 million being ear- 
marked for a plan to rebuild the tiny 
yet expensive country could be con- 
strued as good news, replacing as it 
does last week’s reminder that we 
can’t seem to tell the difference 
between non-enemy non-combat- 
ants and plain-old enemies, and the 
previous week's pessimistic Senate 
report, “Taking a Hard Look ata 
Hard Mission,” but then the cynic 

~ inside me mutters something about 
regressions to the mean and grumpy 
reminds me that I should wait a 
news cycle before I go and get all 
optimistic about shit. 

| Because seriously, it’s now been 

' five years worth of bad news since 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien sent 
the first Canadian combat troops 

* into Afghanistan. We may have 
been smart enough to stay the hell 
away from Iraq, but we still got, as 

' our own national booby prize, our 
own little quagmire in the Global 

+ War on Terrorism. 

Given that our political leaders 
are hesitant to define those qualities 
that would make our Afghanistan 
adventure a resounding victory or 

~ an abject failure, its end point is 
" undoubtedly farther away than 
its start. 

But for our purposes here, that’s 
cool, because there have been a cou- 
ple of other recent headlines that 

_ might make a quick glance in the 
_ rear view mirror worthwhile, for 
: perspective’s sake. 

In the week before last, Spain 
started prosecuting the case against 
the men they accuse of being respon- 

_ sible for the bomb attacks on their 

train system in 2004 that killed 191 

_ and injured 1800. While police inves- 
tigation and a trip through the jus- 
tice system are time consuming and 

_ difficult and far less immediately 

’ gratifying of the bloody lust for 

" revenge, here’s a thought: their cost 
amounts to a small fraction of a mili-

tary campaign, and there’s a chance 
of seeing them bear fruit one day. 
Also, applying the most treasured 
ideals of an open, democratic society 
to those accused of crimes shows the 
world that you believe in these 
ideals and are not afraid to stand up 
for them. It is their very best defence. 
More on that later. 

There’s something else about 
Spain. When they bothered to see 
this crime committed against their 
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citizens through to its conclusion by 
tracking the perpetrators down and 
trying them, it displays a seriousness 
about and commitment to the task. 
Compare their actions with, say, 
those of the President of the United 
States of America who, after Septem- 
ber 11, 2001 used Osama bin- 
Laden’s alleged presence in 
Afghanistan as an excuse to drop 
bombs and to drag others into the 
conflict, then allowed himself to be 
distracted and never finished the job. 


throughout the globe, who remain 
there to this day, untried and uncon- 
victed of any offence, but impris- 
oned nonetheless. 

This brings us to our second head- 
line, delivered last week when the 
Supreme Court of Canada handed 
down a unanimous verdict on the 
matter of our own use of security 
certificates to combat domestic ter- 
rorist threats. 

They said the way we currently 
use security certificates is unconsti- 
tutional, basically because in a free 
society, we are committed to the 
idea that a person accused of a crime 
has the right to see and answer to 
the evidence against them 

The court actually went pretty 
easy on the government, all told 
They accepted the argument that 
exceptional circumstances some- 
times call for exceptional measures 
to protect the safety of a nation’s citi- 
zens, and they gave them a year to 
rejig the legislation, but there you 
have it once again: if you're pre- 
pared to imprison someone indefi- 
nitely for the protection of your soci- 
ety, you should also be prepared to 
make your case for it and let them

And while Afghanistan continues 
to be punished for the crimes of non- 
government agents from Saudi Ara- 
bia and elsewhere, while it is widely 
assumed that bin-Laden was the 
mastermind behind 9/11, this is not 
anything that has ever been proven 
in any court of law.

Group dynamics teach us about 
acceptable behaviour when we're 
very young, whether that group is 
the nuclear family, kids at the play- 
ground, or any other small social 
structure, Part of learning how to 
behave within a group is about 
learning how to relate to people out- 
side that group.

Lest we think censorship is a thing of the 
past, we cast our minds back 12 months:

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and cities. Nationalism, properly 
expressed, places the monopoly on 
violence in the hands of a national 
government. When coupled with a 
small-L liberal ethos, this makes for 
a safer environment than humans 
have ever known. 

I'm certain objections will be 
raised, e.g. references to Soviet, Ger- 
man, Italian and Japanese national- 
ism in the 20th Century, French and 
German in the 19th, and so on. In 
many cases, the problem was the 
virulent ideology that used national- 
ism as a vehicle, and it is an incredi- 
bly useful vehicle in the wrong 
hands. Civil wars and conflict in 
failed states often include a national- 
ist component, but just as often they 
result from efforts to subvert or 
destroy national identity. The liberal 
nation-state as it is today provides 
an unparalleled level of security for 
its inhabitants, something that “uni- 
fying” principles such as religion, 
family, and patriotic attachment to 
one’s city have never done. 

And it’s not just a matter of safe- 

ty—the nation-state has produced 
the kind of mass loyalty among its 
citizens that virtually no other insti- 








testimonies by both Palestinian and Jewish 
children, was banned from Toronto class- 
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tution has commanded, and nothing 
even remotely challenges it today as 
a focus for identity. 

Polls in western countries show 
consistently, across national bound- 
aries, that people identify more with 
their nation than with their town or 
city, their region, their linguistic 
group or even their religion. Almost 
40 years of European federalist 
cheerleading has not substantially 
shaken this allegiance, even in 
strongly Euro-enthusiast Belgium, 
Netherlands, France and Germany. 

National identity and the resultant 
belief that one’s fate is tied to one’s 
fellow citizens has allowed for the 


superstructure, generally fails to 
match what people are willing to do 
for their countrymen/ women. 

The “one world” idea, which I 
find problematic in so many ways, 
could never reproduce the positive 
characteristics of nationalism, in 
large part because it would have 
nothing to define itself against, a crit- 
ical part of identity formation and 
maintenance. Again, who you're not 
matters just as much as who you are, 
in certain ways even more. 

So, hug your nationalism today. 
Wear that Canadian backpack flag 
proudly and read up on the found- 
ing of your country. Get to know

Thinking of our 
offspring as pure as freshly fallen snowdrifts 
is an attitude that comes down to us from the 
Romantics, and hardly appropriate for the 
free-wheelin’ democratic idealists we think 
we are. 

At any rote, our point really is this: it is 
always easier to plies, the freedom to 
read when we feel safe. It’s easier to talk 
about haw great Fahrenheit 457 is and how 
crazy those folks were back then, for 
instance, than embrace uncomfortable litera 
ture in the moment, May we direct your 
attention to the Danish cartoons? Who 
defended freedom of expression then? Not 
too many people. Yet we're ready to laud 
the immense liberty in our society that allows 
a film like Borat would make it to the big 
screen.

jazz sanctuary turns 50 


The Yardbird Suite’s success secret revealed 





THE YARDBIRD SUITE ALLSTARS

MARCH 23RD, 1957: THE ORIGINAL- 
Yardbird opened its doors—they 
were around the back, downstairs— 
at 10444-82 Avenue 

But the history of the Yardbird 
Suite is not really a story about a 
place, or even a series of places. It's.a 
story about love for jazz and the 
desire to promote, preserve and, 
most of all bring that music to 
Edmontonians. 

This month marks the 50th 
anniversary of the Yardbird Suite. 
Jazz fans will celebrate the milestone 
with a series of 10 concerts at the 
Suite’s present location, owned by 
the Edmonton Jazz Society and 
operated as a not-for-profit jazz club 
since 1984. This in itself is unique to 
Canada, and likely the continent. 

Generations of jazz players and 
fans have jammed, shared their craft, 
enjoyed concerts, painted, cleaned, 
tended bar—everything, in fact, that 
is required to run a nightclub. In five 
decades, innumerable people have 
shared that experience, SEE spoke 
with three musicians whose involve- 
ment stretches back to the begin- 
nings of the Yardbird Suite. 


ON-THE-JOB TRAINING 

Don Berner is a diehard musical 
freelancer. He calls his career one of 
“forced versatility” that keeps him 
“looking forward.” The young musi- 
cian has two albums under his own 
name and gigs as the Director of Jazz 
Works, saxophonist for hire in pop, 
jazz, symphony, and blues, and 


most recently, as the host of “Time 
For Jazz” Saturday afternoons on 
CKUA 

“One my first, and best, musical 
memories happened there.” Recalls 
Berner, “I was 16 and in The Lit- 
tlebirds [Big Band] and went toa 
jam session. The legendary PJ Perry 
was leading the jam and saw me sit- 
ting there with my sax and invited 
me up. I couldn't believe it, he had 
me up there for an hour calling 
tunes and playing.” 

Passing the musical torch is a con- 


Dale Hillary, Terry Hawkeye and 
the like. The university crowd was 
very supportive and we even put on 
a few big shows for the day. Ornette 
Coleman with Don Cherry was the 
first one I remember.” Cairns went 
on to be one of the first instructors in 
the jazz program at Grant MacEwan 
Community College and will retire 
this year. “I’m one of the “godfathers 
at GMCC,” he laughs, “But I still 
remember those early days of the 
Suite well. We had chesterfields all 
around the stage and the place held

stant in the history of the Yardbird. 
Through the Littlebirds Big Band 
and Jazz Works, generations of 
young, up and coming players have 
been given the benefit of the experi- 
ence of those who have gone before 
In the early days of the Yardbird, 
things were far less structured. “The 
people there were my mentors in 
any which way you can think of,” 
remembers guitarist Bobby Cairns, 
the second president of the Edmon- 
ton Jazz Society, “When you play 
jazz you need to have people to play 
with, that interaction is essential. I 
was really green when | came in and 
in those days we went seven nights 
a week. Musicians would come after 
their other gigs to jam. We'd put on 
shows with locals... Tommy Banks,

maybe 80 or 90 people max... One 
night I was playing my big old F 
hole Gibson guitar. I was just 18 and 
acting the big shot with a cigar ina 
holder... Well, the cigar fell out of the 
holder and into my guitar. As I was 
shaking the guitar to get the cigar 
out I fell off the stage into a couch 
filled with people. We all went over. 
Luckily no one was hurt.” 


BIG NAMES AND BIG SHOTS 
Shows with the likes of Shelley 
Mann, Oscar Peterson, Phil Woods, 
Julian Priestner, Wynton Marsalis 
and a host of other solidified the rep- 
utation of the society and raised the 
profile of jazz in our community. In 
1984, the Suite the Mal- 
one Warehouse in Old Strathcona,

“There have been so many great 
nights there,” muses bassist Mike 
Lent, “It’s hard to pick just one or 
two as your favourites. | lived in 
Vancouver for eight years and the 
Suite was instrumental in bringing 
me back... knowing there was a full 
time jazz club that would give me so 
many opportunities to play. I’ve 
worked with Clark Terry, Gene 
Bertoncini, Helen Merrill... | don’t 
think there’s another place in Cana- 
da like it. I remember a jazz festival 
jam session there in the ‘80s. | was 
working with a hot-shot saxophonist 
(who shall remain nameless) from 
L.A. He had the white shoes and 
suit, gold chains; all that stuff. My 
friend [saxophonist] Phil Dwyer 
came in and L invited him up to the 
stage in the second set. Phil blew this 
guy off the stage. After'the set, the 
player from L. A. comes over and 
wants to take Phil outside to duke it 
out and yells at me to never let any- 
one up on stage without his permis- 
sion. It was hilarious.” 


FLASHING SOME GOLD 

Berner, Cairns and Lent were a 
constant at the Suite, regardless of 
the decade or the club’s location: the 
secret to its success has always been 
the people involved. Diehard fans 
and players who love the music, 
believe in the concept of the club, 
and dedicate their time, energy, and 
hearts to bring jazz to Edmonton. 

This weekend two versions of the 
Yardbird Suite Allstars will hit the 
stage, featuring many of the players

“We're selling t-shirts at our 
shows now,” Spearin admits, 
“which is basically a self-promoting 
and money-making scheme, and 
this goes against the perceived Con- 
stellation Records manifesto entirely.

It seems to have paid off: their 
down-to-earth work ethic and inno- 
vative musical approach propelled 
them to the forefront of the post-rock 
“movement” circa 2000, along with 
defunct indie champions Slint, the 
pop-based Broken Social Scene, and 
labelmates Godspeed You! Black 
Emperor.

We didn’t even really know 
how much of a movement there 
was, until every band that opened 
for us started sounding the same. 

“But I think as long as there’s sort 
of a merit in the music, if people 
enjoy it and people relate to the 
music on an emotional level, then I 
think it doesn’t really matter what 
people say about it.”

That's American music for most people, 
but thousands of composers are making dis- 
tinctly American classical music. 

Conductor Bill Eddins, the Edmonton Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and guest Jon Kimura 
Parker will take you on a trip through Ameri- 
can music inspired by the: most celebrated 
city of all 

“Ives, Rota, Rachmaninov, and Bern- 
stein... were all deeply inspired by New York 
City! They all are deeply connected to the 
town, and because of this they all knew each 
other and/or each other’s music. Bernstein 
was a champion of the music of Ives, and he 
also knew Rachmaninov and Rota. The music 
world is very, very small, and the music 
world in the world’s most incredible city was, 
especially during those times, surprisingly 
small indeed.” 

The orchestra has featured the works of 
Bernstein and Rachmaninov a number of 
times—this program features a trio of dances 
from Bemstein’s On The Town and the Russ- 


ian ex-pot’s “Rhapsody On A Theme OF 
Paganini”—but performances featuring the 
wonderful sound worlds of Nino Rota and 
Charles lves are few and far between. 

“I'm not surprised to hear that these two 
haven‘t been played much here,” says 
Eddins. “For me, 
both very close to my heart.” The orchestra 
will perform Ives’ beautiful tone poem “Cen- 
tral Park In The Dark.” “(Ives) wos the one 
composer of his age who really heard the 
beauty of how the common people, the ama- 
teur musicians of New England, took such 
joy in their music making. Despite the fact 
Foo ly wate hot vp tecnica esol they 
made great music. Ives heard that, and it 
became the cornerstone of his music.” 

Nino Rota gained notoriety with his 
soundtracks for The Godfather movies, but 
his concert pieces, like his second symphony, 
reveal a rich palette of sound. “I have no 
idea why people don’t play his music more,” 
bao Eddins when asked. “It's just great 
stult.” 

Hitting a completely different note, Thurs- 
day’s concert (March 1) explores the less 
serious side of classical music. The latest con- 
cert in the lighter classics series will be play- 
ing for lots of laughs with the “Unbegun”

Symphony, a work from another Eddins 
favorite—PDQ Bach, alter ego of Peter Sche- 
ickle, who's been re-writing classical music's 
history for over 40 years.

Dalbello gets close to you on her own terms

THOSE AMONG YOU WHO 
occasionally watch the CBC can hear 
her practically every day. Since she 
was a teenager, she’s lent her voice 
to commercials, anime, narrated 
documentaries, and introduces who- 
ever’s fronting The National every 
weekday night. Though few can put 
a name to that unique yet ubiquitous 
voice, and even fewer know that its 
owner also has a recording career. 

She's appeared on albums by, 
among others, Alex Lifeson, Cher, 
Alice Cooper, and Toto, written 
music for Nena and Patti LaBelle— 
whom she also produced—and writ- 
ten music with Bryan Adams, Julian 
Lennon, Heart, Chaka Khan, and 
Branford Marsalis. 

She lied about her age to go on 
tour with the Summer Sounds ’71 
troupe at 13, managed to get a 
recording deal with L.A.’s MCA 
Records at 17, and recorded a self- 
titled R&B album that was good 
enough to earn her a Juno Award in 
1978 for Most Promising Female 
Vocalist of the Year. Yet, somehow, 
Toronto native Lisa Dal Bello 
remains remarkably anonymous. 





DRASTIC MEASURES 

Most likely because Dal Bello 
decided fairly early to take complete 
control of her own career, 
engage the music industry on her 
own terms. A decision that, it turned 
out, guaranteed continuous strug- 
gles with people who all claimed to 
know better. Having recorded three 
albums by the early ’80s, Dal Bello 
tired of the industry, decided to take 
a break and get back to college. 

However, former Spiders From 
Mars guitarist Mick Ronson hap- 
pened to hear of her and convinced 
her to record another album. 
Released in 1984, “whomanfour- 
says,” a homophone for “human 
forces,” marked her transformation 
into Dalbello—a rock artist far edgi- 
er and unpredictable than the R&B 
Disco Diva Capitol had tried to turn 
her into—and spawned hit singles 
like “Gonna Get Close To You,” and 
“Animal.” 

Dal Bello now wanted to produce 
herself, but 
her new label, Capitol, would not 
hear of it, insisting a prominent (that 
is, male) producer was needed. Nev- 
ertheless, Dal Bello continued to 
record, playing instruments when 
needed, and submitted her record- 
ings to Capitol claiming they'd been

overseen by upcoming producer Bill 
Da Salleo. Despite never having, 
heard of the man, Capitol declared 
Da Salleo a genius and immediately 
approved the album’s release. 


SHE PRETENDS

exterior, and closes with “Immacu- 
late Eyes,” one of those bombastic 
ballads most readily associated with 
the ’80s, to which Pink Floyd’s Dave 
Gilmour adds his trademark guitar. 

The centrepiece is “Tango,” Dal- 
bello’s most successful single, which 
combines Chic-bassist Bernard 
Edwards’ groove with a touch of the 
menace present in Astor Piazolla’s 
tango nuevo, and a sensual vocal 
that instantly shifts from a whisper 
toa scream maintaining drama and 
tension throughout. 

However, having finally clued in 
that Bill Da Salleo was in fact a 
rather simple anagram for Lisa Dal 
Bello, Capitol decided to delay its 








release in North America, despite its 
success in Europe, until a “proper” 
producer had added his touch to it. 
When the label finally relented, 
almost two years had passed, the 
momentum of its singles had dissi- 
pated, and “She” disappeared with- 
out a trace. 

But apart from being a curious 
attempt to kick open doors for 
women in what remains a largely 
male-dominated industry, She is also 
an excellent example of late ‘80s 
sequencer-driven rock, and likely 
one of the best Canadian albums of 
its era. Rock for people who don’t 
really like rock, but appreciate a dis- 
tinctive, suggestive voice—regard- 
less of the producer's gender.

Harmonic Tremors doesn’t stray too far 
from the blueprint of the last Cave In record, 
marrying huge rock riffs with Scofield’s 
monotone roar and cleaner vocals {often 
confusingly reminiscent of Cave In singer 
Stephen Brodsky) 

Many of the songs feature studio tricks, 
from over-cooked compression roasting to 
over-saturated effects processing, ee at 
fimes the live drums are so processed one 
wonders why they didn’t spring for the drum 
machine they emulate. With Scofield’s back- 
ground, many of Zozobra's songs fail to 
develop beyond repetitive bass lines, but he 
has enough melodic sensibility to avoid the 
monotony that the album skirts throughout, A 
fine opening salvo ‘in post-Cave In life for 
Scofield, but the album is strong for what it 
promises more than what it actually delivers

say, “I went for pub-grub... Got what 
deserved” and leave it at that. 
However, there were some redeem- 
ing qualities about the place that I 
feel compelled to mention, and no, 
I'm not talking about the plunging 
necklines on the servers’ outfits (The 
burgers weren't the only real things 
being pushed, but we'll get to the 
burgers later) 

Atany rate... Pub 1905 had been 
mentioned to me as a place | might 
want to try. Initially I was skeptical, 
but I was assured that the food was 
reasonably good and somewhat 
atypical of your standard pub-grub. 
Furthermore, | had walked past and 
noticed a sign promising Stella 
Artois (beer from Belgian brewery 
dating back to 1366) hanging outside 
what looks like a fairly reasonable 


Public House fagade (yes that’s what 
Pub is short for), I should have 
inquired more about what typical 
pub food means I guess. 

In my mind, pub-food calls to 
mind things like Plowman’s Lunch, 
which is usually a bit of cheese, chut- 
ney, pickles, bread, and maybe a 
hard-boiled egg that | imagine was 
traditionally carried into the field in 
a handkerchief or one of those tin 
buckets little Laura Ingalls (half-pin)) 
carried to school. Pub fare might also 
mean steak and kidney pie; fish and 
chips; a great big beast of a haggis 
with a knife stuck in it on a wooden 
cutting board; or individual potpies 
with gooey thick hot sauce dripping 
down the sides. And maybe... just 
maybe... If you're really lucky (or 
unlucky depending on your consti- 
tution), a bit of chips and curry. 

No such luck at Pub 1905. 

The two-column, impossible-to- 
read-menu with finely spaced text is 


a horror. It had the same effects on 
my eyes as a finely striped shirt. 
Once I got past that, I found it to be a 
complete hodge-podge of novelty 
foods for the bar crowd with rather 
odd and curious references to Cana- 
dian rock (1 get the sense they‘d be 
offended if I added the roll to the 
rock). So, when in Sudbury... | 
ordered a burger with bacon and 
cheese. What the hell. 

The burger, which was the size of 
my head, came on a white bun, and 
was dressed with prepared mustard, 
lettuce of some description, and 
bacon that had been cooked ina 
deep-fryer (nice way to kill your oil). 
I could leave it there, with some 
vague references about the fact that I 
felt like I was in Kim Mitchell's ram- 
pus room, and you'd pretty much 
get a sense of the place. I will give 
credit where due however and 
applaud the fact that the burgers 
seemed to be real—as in homemade 


and not processed. But apart from 
that... there wasn’t too much of inter- 
est, except for one other thing. 

When I called to make a reserva- 
tion, I was told they weren't accept- 
ed for lunch. So, I asked if they were 
warranted. The lovely lass on the 
other end half chuckled and said, 
“We get really busy. Get here early.” 
She wasn’t kidding. 

The interior of Pub 1905 is. cav- 
ernous, and it gets packed to the 
rafters at lunch with fellers and 
ladies from the office towers in the 
vicinity. To survive, | assume they 
have to doa bit of a naughty and 
batch cook estimates as best they 
can. Remember the size of my burg- 
er? There’s no way they could cook 
those to order as folks filed in. So, 
they likely have to estimate a num- 
ber of menu items they think they'll 
need, and start to cook them before 
people order. One big, game of esti- 
mates and actuals, really, with the 
business being the loser either way if 
they don’t get it right. And, the only 
way to estimate within reason, is to 
have innate knowledge about the 
sales mix on any given day. Not too 
easy, All of this leads me to believe 
the kitchen is likely staffed by two or 
three mercenaries who can bang it 





out and get the job done with a com 
petent level of professionalism. 

So... Despite my initial inclination | 
to be dismissive about what these 
folks are doing, I have to conclude 
that they likely know their way 
around a kitchen. They aren't pro- 
ducing the “our knives are sharper 
than yours” type meals that will 
land them on the cooking channel 
anytime soon, or win the hearts of 
self-anointed foodies (not like that’s 
a laudable goal), but... . They seem to 
have found a following with, and 
can satisfy the expectations of, their 
target demographic. Much like Kim 
Mitchell I guess.

account of the massacre of unarmed 
Irish marchers by the British Army 
at Derry in 1972. 

Omagh (Mar 3,9 pm) revisits a 
similar outrage, the bombing of a 
busy shopping street in the titular 
town ona sunny afternoon in 
August, 1998. Some 29 people died 
in the bombing, including the 21- 
year-old son of a mechanic named 
Mike Gallagher, whose story forms 


the basis of Omagh. 

Gerard McSorley stars as the soft- 
spoken Gallagher, who ends up 
leading a support group for the fam- 
ilies of Omagh’s victims and becom- 
ing their spokesman when it looks 
like the political will to bring the per- 
petrators of the bombing to justice is 
not very strong. Gallagher's steady, 
fearless commitment to getting to 
the bottom of things prevents him, 
however, from noticing that his 
bereaved wife and daughters need 
him too. 

Greengrass cedes directorial 
duties to Pete Travis, but the basic 
aesthetic is similar—low-key realist 


settings and lighting, handheld cam- 
eras, and the dread tension of know- 
ing that something terrible is about 
to happen to the innocent people 
cheerfully going about their busi- 
ness. Maybe it’s because the film 
was made for TV, but a few too 
many earest, articulate speeches 
issue from the otherwise taciturn 
Gallagher, and a few too many emo- 
tional moments are punched up to 
give the story shape. But Omagh is 
an undeniably powerful film experi- 
ence all the same. 

It’s just a short jaunt from tragedy 
to despair, and arguably Ireland pro- 
duced one of despair’s greatest inter- 


preters, the novelist and playwright 
Samuel Beckett, a gloomy (but not 
humourless) personage who bore 
witness to the nobility of human 
striving in the face of futility and 
humiliation. In Beckett on Film: A 
Selection (Mar 4,9 pm), seven of 
Beckett's shorter works are adapted 
by artists such as Anthony Minghel- 
la, Karel Reisz, David Mamet, and 
others. Minghella’s version of Play, 
for example, immures Alan Rick- 
man, Kristen Scott Thomas, and Juli- 
et Stevenson in clay pots where their 
protruding heads robotically intone 
three versions of the same narrative 
about marital infidelity and their 
respective roles in it 

The Metro’‘s Irish Film Festival 

opens with a gala screening of Gilles 
Mackinnon’s Tara Road (Mar 2,8 
pm), an adaptation of a Maeve 
Binchy novel in which a woman liv- 
ing in Dublin whose husband has 
left her (Olivia Williams) swaps 
homes with an American woman 
(Andie McDowell) who has recently 
lost her son. Stephen Rea and Bren- 
da Fricker also star. The $15 ticket 
price includes a post-screening 
reception 

Pavee Lackeen (Mar 3,7 pm) isa 
drama featuring non-professional 
actors that focuses on Ireland’s 

“traveler community,” the group of 
marginalized itinerants who make 
their (mobile) home in caravans out- 
side Dublin. Perry Ogden’s film has 
won numerous international awards 
and has been compared to the work 
of Belgium’s Dardenne brothers. 

The festival also includes a-screen- 
ing of Neil Jordan's Breakfast on 
Pluto (see sidebar), starring Cillian 
Murphy as a carefree Irish transves- 
tite who travels to 1970s London in 
search of his birth mother. Stephen 
Rea is in this one too, as well as the 
always enjoyable Brendan Gleeson. 

Weekend passes to the Edmonton 
Irish Film Festival are $25; admission 
to each film is $8, except as noted 
above and Metro passes are accept- 
ed at all screenings, except for open- 
ing night.

Moralizing Factory Girl skims surface of Warhol world

template. 

So it’s really too bad that sucha 
relentlessly stylish supernova should 
be flattened out into maudlin bio-pic 
blandness in the unremarkable Fac- 
tory Girl. Surprising, too, because 
director George Hickenlooper made 
The Mayor of the Sunset Strip, a doc 
about DJ Rodney Bingenheimer that 
captured the excitement of the Los 
Angeles music scene in the ‘60s with 
more than a little panache. 

Real-life clotheshorse and girl- 
about-town Sienna Miller portrays 
Sedgwick, who narrates her own 
story to an off-camera therapist, 
flashing back to the grand old days 
of the Factory. The young Edie 
drops out of art school with dreams 
of being discovered by galleries in 
New York. She soon catches the eye 
of Warhol (Guy Pearce), who idol- 
izes her fashion sense: ultra-short 
dresses wom with leotards, swingy 
vintage coats, big sunglasses—pretty 
much indistinguishable from a lot of 
hipster girls today. 

Warhol dazzles Edie, who gushes 
embarrassing superlatives about 
him to anyone who will listen; 
Superstar or not, this version of Edie 
Sedgwick is obviously a rookie, 
completely unprepared for the 
wolves she has chosen to run with. 
But for the moment, she has been 
granted Warhol's undivided atten- 
tion and several roles in his films, 
and the two have all appearances of 
being chums. But more experienced 
ears would hear what Edie chooses 
to ignore: Warhol's obsession with 
fame, his possessiveness, a thirst for 
young blood, and his belief that 
beauty and talent are mutually 
exclusive. 

When a Dylan-esque folk singer 
(Hayden Christenson, as cringingly 
wooden as ever) attempts to steal 
her away from the scene, Warhol 





becomes jealous and mean, but Edie 
chooses Warhol and his whirlwind 
of parties, speed, and notoriety. 
Eventually, Warhol dumps her for a 
new young blonde. Edieturns to 
heroin, spending her way to ruin 
and into a psychiatric hospital, 
where we return to the interview. 
But after all that, nothing seems to 
have changed about her. 

“Those were the happiest days of 
my life,” she tells her therapist. 

Factory Girl’s producers waffled 
over casting Miller as the legendary 
wild child, and perhaps their 
ambivalence was well founded. 
Miller, though trashily lovely, comes 
across as naive, and sometimes out- 
right silly. And varying degrees of 
sobriety aside, her character doesn’t 
develop through the course of the 
story. It doesn’t help that the gritty, 
proto-punk atmosphere has been 
reduced to a few Brillo boxes in the 
comer of a brightly lit loft. Where is 
the music? The art? The dark rooms 
of fascinating people? 

Edie unintentionally pounds the 
nail on the head: “1 hate it when pec 
ple take themselves too seriously, 
don’t you?” 

This film suffers from the same 
problem that I saw in Philip Sey- 
mour Hoffman‘s ponderous Tru- 
man Capote. Why suck all the light- 
ness from a character known for his 
laser-sharp wit? Though Hoffman's 
performance wowed Oscar voters, 
that Capote doesn’t hold a candle to 
the much more complex Truman 
played by Toby Jones in the other 
Capote movie, the underrated Infa- 
mous. Jones’ Capote manages to 
remain flippant and wounded at the 
same time, and that movie would 
treat us to a party once ina while. 

But Factory Girl seems so bent on 
preaching about the evils of drugs 
and the shallowness of fame that it 
forgets to tell us about the fun and 
why that scene flourished creatively

That alone will be enough to 
encourage a considerable segment of 
Black Snake Moan’s audience to hand 
over cash for tickets. Add Samuel L. 
Jackson playing a gruff, love-hard- 
ened former blues star, and the 
damn thing seems like a sure bet. 

But just like any good bluesman will 
tell you, a dismal end will ruin even 
the best beginning, 

Lou Reed sang about a woman 
whose life was saved by rock and 
roll, and in Black Snake Moan, 
writer/director Craig Brewer has 
made a film about a woman whose 
life is saved by blues, or at least a 
bluesman. Freshly stung by love 








after his ex-wife runs off with his 
brother, Lazarus (Samuel L. Jackson) 
wakes from a particularly hard night 
of drinking to find a badly beaten 
woman lying by the side ‘of the road. 
It turns out that Rae (Christina Ricci) 
is given to fits of lust; Lazarus makes 
her his pet project, trying to cure her 
“of her wicked ways.” He chains her 
up his home. 

Often defying common sense in 
pursuit of better entertainment, the 
movie's slapdash plotting is at its 
best when it refuses to apologize for 
itself. Seeing Rae emerge from the 
bathroom after putting on a new 
dress —a physical impossibility 
given the giant chain wrapped tight- 
ly around her midriff — Lazarus 
asks simply: “The chain didn’t both- 
er you none, did it?” No movie 
whose posters feature a chained and

WHAT'S THE BIGGEST THING THAT 
separates us hairless apes from the 
globe's other animals? 

Stories! 

You could even go as far as to say 
that humans define themselves by 
the tales, both big and little, they tell 

Big tales include the huge culture 
myths from The Iliad to the 1972 Rus- 
sia vs.-Canada hockey series: stories 
so vast they define whole nations 
and even the scope of western civi- 
lizations. 

Little tales are most often the sto- 
ries by which we define our private 
lives, including family origin stories 
(“... your grandfather got soooo 
drunk he missed the sailing of the 
Titanic ...”) and the way small, way 
more personal tale of woes and tri- 
umphs passed along only when one 
is in one’s cups (“.... and the next 
thing I knew I woke up in Medicine 
Hat with a brand-new tattoo, a 





pounding headache and Stephen 
Harper's antique Colt revolver...”) 

Most times, the telling of a good 
story trumps the telling of a true 
story—especially if it’s a bar-story. 

The beauty of live theatre is the 
fact that at its heart it’s a pure story- 
telling media and can tell both big 
and little with equal grace and 
power, not really differentiating 
much between the good or the true 
when it comes to the final draft 

Case in point, Gary Owen’s play 
Crazy Gary’s Mobile Disco, currently 
being presented as part of the “Indie 
5” Festival over at the Transalta Arts 
Barns, is a perfect example of a trio 
of fascinating, pathos-infused tales 
of life, death (both the metaphorical 
and the bloody kind), love and loss 
told via three leisurely one-person 
narrations, all unfolding and build- 
ing on one another in the same 
evening in a local, small-town bar 
called Murphy’s. 

(Originally set in Wales, the text is 
deftly translated to an Alberta set- 
ting by director Michael Cowie.) 

The three storytellers are familiar 
small town/bar-culture types: Gary, 
a disco-obsessed Lothario of a bully, 
played with greasy perfection by 





Aaron Talbot, the karaoke-besotted 
and nutso Mathew played with a 
compulsive perfection by james 
Hamilton, and Russell, the sad-sack 
perpetual victim played with an 
existential sadness by Matt Kloster. 

All three are wonderfully self- 
obsessed and enviably focused 
(especially the compulsive Mathew) 
which makes for a great identity 
constructing storytelling opportuni 
ty. The three are also way less than 
reliable as narrators, which makes 
for some fascinating after-play dis- 
cussions trying to figure out how (or 
if) the three hyper-subjective stories 
actually do all connect up in the 
objective real world 

Performance wise, these three put 
onas good a show as I’ve seen in 
months, being engaging from the 
get-go and doing justice one and all 
to their ever-so-intelligent script 

More so, the three spot-on perfor- 
mances are all played on a bare stage 
activated only by Cowie’s spare 
blocking and Kerem Cetinel’s sub- 
lime lighting. 

The icing on the cake in this spec- 
tacular evening of faux-bar-tale- 
telling is that you can bring actual 
booze into the playing space! A 
bonus in an evening that needed lit- 
tle help to earn its frisson of been- 
there, heard-than, suffered through 
the hang-over.
